No iatel- 
legeut man would, however, advoate 
indiscriminate burning without a 
force of nieu to control the fire. 

If burning were resorted to at all 
aa a protection againat heavy firea, it 
should lie confined to arena where 
there is no valuble young growth; 
but our battai ia that it would be poa- 
sihle to organize a ayatem of f . rest 
police which would be effect ire in 
,, protecting tbe standing timber aa
